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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I wherein the elected anionical 
polymerizable monomer is an olefin monomer, Claims 1, 2(partial), 3-8, and 9 (partial) in 
Paper No. 8 and 10 are acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

(i) Page 9, line 19, Patent No. 5,190,547 is not relevant reference and should be deleted. 

(ii) Page 14, line 5, the term "sultone" is not art recognized term. Does the term 
suppose to mean "sulfone" instead? 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Milkovich et al. (US 3,989,768). 

The instant claims are directed to vinyl terminated macromer. 

Milkovich teaches a vinyl terminated macromer in Example 2 (col. 28, lines 20- 

25):

Milkovich's macromer reads on the instant claims. 
5. Claims 1-3 and 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Waacketal. (US 3,235,626). 

Waack teaches a vinyl terminated macromer prepared by anionically 
polymerizing monomers such as butadiene and isoprene with initiator such as allyl 
lithium (col. 1 , line 64 to col. 2, line 1 9). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a skilled artisan at the time the 
invention was made to employ the teaching of Waack to prepare a macromer by 
polymerizing monomers such as butadiene and isoprene with allyl lithium initiator 
because such is within the generic disclosure of the reference and all of the 
embodiments of the reference are expected to work and in the absence of any showing 
of critical ity and unexpected results.
